Wallace said he had also receiv ­ 
ed sev eral inquiries about the bill 
p erfected in the Ho u se of Repre­ 
sen tativ es y esterday which w ill 
admit Neg ro es to all state 
support­ 
ed u n iv ersities an d co lleg es. 
He said the b ill n o w g oes b ack 
fo r p rin tin g an d will co me b ack 
fo r fin al p assag e in the 
House, 
an d if ap p ro v ed, will 
mov e on to 
the Sen ate. 
Will Come Later 
Wallace stated that people are 
confused 
in

He said he 
is sav ing samples of ev ery fiv e feet 
drilled and is sending them to 
Rolla. 
Using a cable drill in the opera­ 
tion, Kowertz say s he ex pects to. 
g o 5000 feet unless they reach oil 
in pay quantities before they g o- 
that far down. He said the drilling 
could g o farther than 5000 feet 12 
the tests indicated it would be 
justifiable. 
Kowertz said as far as he knew, 
there had been no other attempts 
at oil drilling within 50 miles of 
the present site at Wolf Island, 
on the Story Farms, Inc.

March morning , when there were 
no street lig hts in Sikeston and 
the merchants lig hted their stores 
with kerosene lamps, a y oung man 
from Peoria, 111., walked into the 
drug store operated by the late Dr. 
Warren Smith and made arrang e­ 
ments with the doctor to use one 
show window and a show case to 
start the jewelry business that has 
been in continuous operation ever 
since. 
The y oung man was C. H. Yan­ 
son and he recalls that to pay the 
g ood doctor rental for the space 
used he ag reed to take care of the 
drug store in the former's absence 
administering to the sick. 
Today , March 13, 19 53, Yanson, 
and his son, C. H. Yanson, Jr., who 
is associated with his father in the 
business, will observe the 52nd 
anniversary of the founding of the 
business. 
Stay ed Sev en Years 
Yanson remained with the doc­ 
tor for about seven y ears and 
then moved across the street to 
occupy larg er q uarters in the Mc­ 
Coy and Tanner building in the 
space now occupied by the G. & 
R. Hardware Co. 
In 19 23 he boug ht the lot at 134 
Front St., erected a new building 
and moved into his own place 
where he has remained until now. 
Yanson, who will be 7 2 y ears old 
this 
y ear, 
has 
watched 
many 
chang es take place since he was 
born at Kearney , Neb., but he say s 
the way of a boy with a g irl when 
it comes to jewelry hasn’t chang e 
much ex cept that now a different 
ty pe of jewelry is used for g ifts 
and remembrances. 
When Yanson first opened his 
tiny store there were only 12 78 
people who called Sikeston their 
home. Jewelry , in those day s was 
much different from the masses 
of sparkling costume jewelry that 
crowd the show cases today . There 
was no such thing as “costume” 
jewelry and the prices of pins, 
brooches, earring s and bracelets 
were hig her because they were 
made either of g old or sterling sil­ 
ver. The swains of that era saved 
for months to buy their lady loves 
birthday or Christmas presents be­ 
cause wag es were low and a piece 
of jewelry considered fit for pre­ 
sentation would cost, at a mini­ 
mum, several dollars. 


Yanson has watched the power 
of advertising on a local and na­ 
tional scale virtually drive the 
then most popular and soug ht af­ 
ter watch off the market. There 
was then one watch that was ac­ 
cepted as the best obtainable and 
to own one was every y oung man’s 
dream. But watches were not g iv­ 
en to the boy s as freely then as 
now. Yanson remembers that his 
father refused him one until he 
was a y oung man and then he g ave 
the boy his own—a hug e old fash­ 
ioned Walthorn which Yanson car­ 
ried until he went to work for a

The slog an, “The 
watch that made the dollar la- 
mous,” succeeded in flooding the

watches has just about driven the 
dollar watch out of ex istence. So 
i far as Yanson knows there is no 
; dollar watch on the market today . 
| 
Fvcn as prices g radually chang ­ 
ed sty les in timepieces did also. In 
the early day s, pocket watches and 
watches in so-called hunting cases 
were the only ty pes sold by the 
g eneral public. The cases were 
bulky and, usually , worn with 
chains from which dang led luncy 
lodg e emblems, small g lass cases 
enclosing tiny locks of hair or 
other ornaments. 
Chatelaine Watches 
Most popular with the ladie 
were the smaller watches, called 
chatelaine watches because the. 
were worn hang ing from small 
ornamental hooks pinned to th< 
clothing . This ty pe watch for wo­ 
men which disappeared for y eai 
into the souvenier collections o 
mothers is g radually returning b 
favor and lucky indeed is the 
y oung lady of today who can res­ 
urrect g randma’s old timepiece 
and put it into service ag ain. 
Today , however, the most uni­ 
versally popular watch for mei 
and women is the wrist watch, ac­ 


cording to Yan ;on, and in spite ol 
the fact ol rising costs ol living , 
etc., there has been surprising !, 
little chang e in the cost of tin 
standard g rades of watches. There 
are of course scores of watches on 
the market under so-called “oil 
brands," cheap works cased in in­ 
ex pensive cases, that sell for sur 
prising ly low prices but the oh 
reliable names still command abou 
the same prices. 
Yanson believes one reason the 
better 
g rades 
of 
jewelry 
and 
watches have not g one up more in 
price is the flood of cheap cos­ 
tume jewelry and watches now 
av a liable. 
While jewelry prices have re­ 
mained fairly staoie, Yanson re­ 
members that fifty y ears ag o he 
could g o to the butcher shop and 
g et enoug h meat for three persons 
for from 25 to 35 cents and eg g s at 
10 cents a dozen or three dozen 
for a q uarter. For those interested, 
he recalled, there was plenty of 
“hard liq uor” around at seventy - 
five cents and a dollar a 
quart. 
Another interesting fact he re- 
; calls is that in those day s virtual­ 
ly all the meat sold in Sikeston 
was butchered by the man who 
sold it to the public and was not 
i shipped in by packing houses.

To A sk Appropriations 
Committee to Give 
Funds for Research 


J. S. Wallace, Scott County rep­ 
resentative, in Sikeston for the 
weekend, said he would return to 
Jefferson City Wednesday in time 
to have a hearing before the ap­ 
propriations committee concerning 
funds for the operation of research 
work at the agricultural farm, a 
mile south of Sikeston, and the 
smaller farm at Campbell. 
The hearing is being held espec­ 
ially for the University of Mis­ 
souri, and they are asking the 
committee to r e c o n s i d e r the 
school’s biennial request for $9,- 
340,000 instead of the $7,225,000 
which has been designated for the 
University. 
Everyone Trims 
Because of the slash in the 
amount asked by the University, 
each of the schools at the Univer­ 
sity was forced to trim their bud­ 
gets. Consequently, the College of 
Agriculture, which has jurisdic­ 
tions over the experimental farm 
here, cut out all research work at 
the stations in the state to meet 
their budget. 
Wallace said if the appropria­ 
tions committee does not recon­ 
sider the University’s request, he 
will ask for an amendment to the 
present bill, which will call for 
$25,000 for research work in cotton 
here and at Campbell. 
He pointed out that he did the 
same thing at the last biennial, 
marking the first time in the his­ 
tory of the state that an appropria­ 
tion had been made for research 
in cotton. 
Wallace said he had also receiv­ 
ed several inquiries about the bill 
perfected in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives yesterday which will 
admit Negroes to all state support­ 
ed universities and colleges. 
lie said the bill now goes back 
for printing and will come back 
for final passage in the House, 
and if approved, will move on to 
the Senate. 
Will Come Later 
Wallace stated that people are 
confused 
in 
thinking 
this 
bill 
means that the public schools will 
also be opened. He said, however, 
that there is now a bill which will 
come up later in the House, and 
it calls for the opening of all pub­ 
lic schools to Negroes. 
Wallace said state representa­ 
tives in the SEMO area are now 
trying to 
tack 
a 
local 
option 
amendment to the bill whereby 
each county would vote on wheth­ 
er or not they wanted separate 
schools. 
He said they are preparing the 
amendment now, and it is similar 
to the one that was placed on a 
like bill last year. This bill finally 
died in Senate.

Jeweler Yanson Celebrates 
52nd Anniversary Today 


Back in 
1901, on a blustery 
March morning, when there were 
no street lights in Sikeston and 
the merchants lighted their stores 
with kerosene lamps, a young man 
from Peoria, 111., walked into the 
drug store operated by the late Dr. 
Warren Smith and made arrange­ 
ments with the doctor to use one 
show window and a show case to 
start the jewelry business that has 
been in continuous operation ever 
since. 
The young man was C. H. Y an­ 
son and he recalls that to pay the 
good doctor rental for the space 
used he agreed to take care of the 
drug store in the former's absence 
administering to the sick. 
Today, March 13, 1953, Yanson, 
and his son, C. H. Yanson, Jr., who 
is associated with his father in the 
business, will observe the 52nd 
anniversary of the founding of the 
business. 
Stayed Seven Years 
Yanson remained with the doc­ 
tor for about seven years and 
then moved across the street to 
occupy larger quarters in the Mc­ 
Coy and Tanner building in the 
space now occupied by the G. & 
R. H ardw are Co. 
In 1923 he bought the lot at 134 
Front St., erected a new building 
and moved into his own place j 
where he has remained until now. 
Yanson, who will be 72 years old 
this 
year, 
has 
watched 
many 
changes take place since he was 
born at Kearney, Neb., but he says 
the way of a boy with a girl when 
it comes to jewelry hasn’t change 
much except that now a different 
type of jewelry is used for gifts 
and remembrances. 
When Yanson tirst opened his 
tiny store there were only 1278 
people who called Sikeston their 
home. Jewelry, in those days was 
much different from the masses 
of sparkling costume jewelry that 
crowd the show cases today. There 
was no such thing as “costume” 
jewelry and the prices of pins, 
brooches, earrings and bracelets 
were higher because they were 
made either of gold or sterling sil­ 
ver. The swains of that era saved 
for months to buy their lady loves 
birthday or Christmas presents be­ 
cause wages were low and a piece 
of jewelry considered fit for pre­ 
sentation would cost, at a m ini­ 
mum, several dollars. 


Yanson has watched the power 
of advertising on a local and na­ 
tional scale virtually drive the 
then most popular and sought af­ 
ter watch off the market. There 
was then one watch that was ac­ 
cepted as the best obtainable and 
to own one was every young m an’s 
dream. But watches were not giv­ 
en to the boys as freely then as 
now. Yanson remembers that his 
father refused him one until he 
was a young man and then he gave 
the boy his own—a huge old fash­ 
ioned Walthom which Yanson car­ 
ried until he went to work for a

Everyone Should Invest 
Craig and Jolliff both w ere em ­ 
phatic that the industrial com m it­ 
tee hopes the stock sale will be 
spread out over ju st as m any of 
Sikeston’s citizens as possible be­ 
cause it would bring the support 
of m any rather than a few to the 
com pany and because of the ef­ 
fect a w ide-spread 
subscription 
will have on prospective industrial 
firm s for the town. 
If a prospect sees a great num ­ 
ber of Sikeston citizens are back 
of the com pany; that a great many 
people here w ant, and urge him 
to come here and locate he will be 
m ore apt to favorably 
consider 
this town as a site. 
It is not the 
intention of the 
com pany to offer “free” land and 
buildings to 
industries. It 
will 
probably 
build any 
necessary 
structures and either lease them 
to the incoming com pany or allow 
it to buy it over a period of years. 
It was brought out in the m eet­ 
ing that m any industries looking 
for sites prefer to use their cash 
for working 
capital and to get 


started in operations at the new lo­ 
cation rather than to have to ex ­ 
pend it for buildings, or land, and 
the fact the buildings will be of­ 
fered as outlined will prove high­ 
ly attractive it is felt. 
Jolliff said a sim ilar experim ent 
in an Illinois town resulted in the 
location of several industries and 
a com plete return of the money 
expended to get them to locate in 
a peritjid of about six years. The 
plan has worked correspondingly 
well in other cities. 
But, he went on, the local peo­ 
ple should not be too optim istic 
about a quick return on their in ­ 
vestm ent.

scientious and able endeavor the 
com pany should prove to be the 
m aking of the city over a period of 
tim e.

would require approxim ately 
$75,000 to put up a structure suit­ 
able for a business em ploying 200 
people. The 
average cost,

square foot for such buildings he 
said ran about $4 per foot for light 
industry and $7.50 per foot for 
heavy. 
A lready, Jolliff said, inquiries 
have been received from two con­ 
cerns and letters have been w ritten 
to and received from others re ­ 
garding locations here. 
In answ er to an inquiry as to

raised by 
stock sales would just rest idle in 
the bank until called on, it was 
pointed out it is legal for the cor­ 
poration to invest its stock funds 
in quickly negotiable securities or 
bonds approved for such purpose.
